QOBBIpljN BUBIES. 


The ruby is so P.-lied horn its red color. 


Like the uppbiie and the oriental topaz, It 
belonga to the classify led corrundum, tli* 
members of which are nllkein competition, 
though different in color and in quality. 
The true ruby, or red sapphire, ii the moat 
valuable of gems when of large size, good 
color, and free from fault, exceeding eron 
the diamond in value. It ii harder than 
any other known iubstance except th« dia- 
mond, which alone among precious stones 
it will not cut. It ii susceptible of elec- 
tricity by friction, and retains it for some 
houis; It also possesses double refraction in 
a slight degree. 
Occa»ioually ipecioions 


are asttriated, as In thu case of what are 
known as star lapphires. Though it cannot 
be fund by itself, in combination witb a 
flux It may be melted into a clear glass. 
Iti color ii described »a caitnibt, cochineal, 
or pigeon's blood, anil rose reil, often with 
a play of violet, 
Tho finest rubies are 


found in Ava, Siatu and Pegu; otheis are 
found in India, Ceylon, Brazil, Australia, 
Borneo, Sumatra, and some places on the 
continent of Europe. 'I he Burmese mines 
hare long been famous; the working of 
them is a royal monopoly, and the kin; has, 
among other ti'les, that of Lord of the Ru- 
les. The Brazilian ruby is declared to be a 
pink topaz, Inferlur to tha tmo ruby, yellow 
In its natuialalate, and colored artificially. 
It ii, unfoitunauily, beyond the power of 
ordinary chasers to pronounce any critical 
opinion upon rubies, except, as regards 
their appearance, size, and color, the best 
color being that known as pigeon's blood, 
T* nidi is a pure, deep, rich red, quits free 
fiorn blue, or yellow. 


Apropos of the value of the ruby, the 


rare occurrence of the dewed vivid pigeon'a 
blood color of any size causes the price to 
increase in an even greater proportion than 
is the case with the diamond. For stones 
of the finest quality in London:—! carat is 
worth £14 to £-20; 1J, &2a to .£85; 2, £70 to 
£80; 8, £200to £200; •!, £400 to £450. 
U nder cue carat the p.-ico ranges from two 
to eight pounds par carat, and orer four 
carats wbat Is called a fancy price Is com- 
manded. After all, perhaps, it may have 
been truly said of rubies in geneial that 
when they exceed one carat in weight no 
deBnite price can be given as a guide to the 
purchaser. 
When a perfect ruby of fiv« 


carats is brought into the market, a sum 
several times as great as that offered for a 
diamond of the same wnight will be bid for 
Ii; if it readies seven carats, it 13 almost in- 
valuable. Tet rubies of much larger size 
ate in existence. An Indian prince bad one 
of near twenty-lour carats, and It was 
bought for on* hundred n.id fifty-six pound 
weight of gold. Catherine of Russia had 
in her crown a ruby as large as a pigeon's 
egg; and there is said to have been one in 
Paris which weighed one hundred and six 
and a half carats. That of Catherine ap- 
pears to bo still in the Russian treasury. 
Others might be mentioned, especially that 
among the French crown jewels, which is 
cut into the form of a dragon with out- 
spread wings. 
The finest specimens, of 


course, are the monopoly of prince* and 
persons with princely fortunes. Even these 
may, 
nevertheless, be 
sometimes 
de- 


ceived, for we art told that two large stonet 
shown aa moles among her Majesty's jew- 
els at the exhibition 1802 are simply ipuuls, 
and, theiefore, neither rare nor precious. 
Kubies may be faulty, in other words, may 
have flaws, specks, a silky or milky appear- 
ance, or a tint which is too dark or too 
light. But fashion goes for something, and 
violet or pale-colored rubies may sometimes 
lise very much In value; ihe least liable to 
fluctuations an those of the renowned pig- 
eon's blood hue. The best rubies are usu- 
ally cut in the roixe* or lialf brilliant style, 
bat when »ilkjr, imperfect, or asteriated, 
they will be met with en cabochon, or with 
• rounded top, like carbuncle*. Imitations 
of the ruby are made, anil for a time look 
well, and even real rnblet of small size have 
been produced artificially. The ruby may 
be set either alone or In groups, or in con- 
junction with lha other precious stoues. 
Few Jewels have a more admirable appear- 
ance tban those in which a large ruby is 
surrounded by diamond!. When set round 
with pearls of fin* quality the effect is also 
admirable, though aome object to it, as they 
aay the red ot the rubles detracts from the 
more quiet lustra of the pearls. We do not 
think they look so well in connection with 
the emerald, the sapphire, or other colored 
gems.

Ruthed through the stones 
in a stream from the hopper ai big as your 
arm, and rolled over and over in its passage, 
the coarse, uneven, half-ground stuff tails 
into the meal box below, hot as ashes and 
asjlasteless as sawdust. I am sure it would 
have done the Journal's heait good to have 
stood by and watcbsJ the proceedings of an 
old-fashioned Narragansett miller, after he 
had turned the grist he (the Journal) had 
just brought on bis back to be ground. The 
object of the miller then was not to iee how 
much corn be could run through his mill in 
a given time, but how well be. could grind It, 
let the time required to do it be what it 
might! See (he white coated old nan now 
first rub the meal, as it falls, carefully aud 
thoughtfully between his fingers and thumb, 
then graduate the feed and ralie or lower 
the upper stone, with that nice sense of ad- 
justment, observance and discretion that a 
Raphael might be supposed to exercise in 
the mixing and grinding of hla colors for a 
Madonna, or a Cauova in putting the last 
touch ef his chisel to the statue of a god, 
until, by repeated handling, he had found 
the ambrosia to have acquired exactly the 
desired coolness and flatness—the result of 
its being cut into fine slivers by the uicely- 
kalanced, revolving stones—rather 
than 


rolled, re-rolled, tumbled and mumbled over 
and over again, until all its life and sweet- 
ness had beeu vitiated or dispelled. 


And this was the kind of meal that since 


my remembrance used to be carried by the 
farmers of Narragansett and told in the 
Newport market, in preference to selling 
their corn at the same price, for the reason 
that a cent or two per bushel was gained by 
the difierence of weight, allowed by law be- 
tween the two over and above thetivoquarts 
taken for toll per bushel, Now in the same 
market the farmer gats seventy cents par 
bushel for his corn, and the consumer pays 
to the grooer at the rate of more than twice 
that price, (thirty-five to forty cents) per 
peck, for the meal into which it is ground— 
to remedy which evil "a strike for higher 
wages is all that seems to occur to the mind 
of the mechanic aad laboier, who purchase 
by the pound, neatly put up in paper ba»s, 
delivered at their door in a two hundred dol- 
lar wagon drawn by a three hundred dollar 
horse, and driven by a young common school 
memory educated scion of some honest far- 
mer who has been taught to despise the ag- 
ricultural calling of his fathers, to ape the 
manners and reckless expenditure of snob- 
bery, and to suppose that the chief end and 
aim of life consists in sporting a shoddy suit 
of dandy clothes, driving a fait horse aud 
iinoking daily half a dozen ton cent cigars, 
to say nothing of the inevitable allowances 
of beer and bitters. Since my remembrance, 
mechanics and laborers, after thfir twelve 
hours day's work was done, used to take 
their own meal ba» to the common market 
ou ferry wharf in Newport, purchase a 
bushel of most delicious Indian meal fiesh 
from Hammoud's or Mumford's or Clark's 
mills, for seventy cents <a little over or un 


mention or abide. On the contrary Phillis 
used always to keep a. kettle of pure lea 
lard, from corn fed hogs, thoroughly boiled, 
set apart (or tho especial purpose of frying 
smelts during their season.

jtnny cake made by an old-timed Narrajin- 
sett colored cook, from Indian corn meal 
raised on the louthern coast of Rhode Is- 
land, (the fabled Atlantis) where alone Lhe 
soft, balmy breezes from tho Gulf Stream 
ever fan the celestial plant in its growth, 
aud impart to the grain that genial softness, 
that tempting fragrance and delicious flavor 
that caused the Greeks of old to bestow 
upon Narragansett corn meal the name of 
Ambrosia, imagining it to be a food original- 
ly designed and set apart by the gods ex- 
cluiively for their own delectatiou. 


But alas, since the Introduction of coal 


fires, cooking stoves, common schools and 
French and Irish bedeviling cooks, the mak- 
ing and baking ot a jonny-cake has become 
one of the loet arts. And yet I can remem- 
ber when its preparation and completion de- 
servedly stood at the very acme of the fine 
art* of Rhode Islane. My grandfather used 
to have in his kitchen an old cook by the 
name of Phillis, originally from Seuegambia, 
in Guinea, who probably made as good a 
jonny-cake in her day as auy other artist 
known, wbetber white or black, or in short, 
as wai ever made outside of heaven. Her 
process, so far as I could gather from 
obirrvation, wai as follows :—premising 
that she always insisted on having white 
Narragansett corn, ground at what is now 
called Hammond's mill, which is situated 
on the site of tke elder Gilbert Stewart's 
snuff mill, just above the hiad of Petta- 
qnamscott pond or lake. Nor could Phil- 
lie be induced by any persuasion to touch 
meal ground at any other mill, for the rea- 
son, as the averred, that the Bills in the 
more immediate vicinity made (harsh feel- 
ing) "round meal," whereat that particular 
Bill made (soft feeling) "fiat meal." I may 
perhaps just as well here digress to lay that 
that are no other mill atone* an earth that 
will grind corn meal fit for a genuine Jonny- 
cake, except those made from tha Narrajau- 
eett gianlte rock, »oit of which la of a pe- 
culiarly fine grain, varying, however, In 
quality, from which arose the diitiuction of 
'•round "'and "flat" meal I For instance: 
The will atones at Coon's "old mill," (now 
Wakefleld) being coarse grained, wade 
round meal—and for that reason amateurs 
in jonny-cakei—who lived within a few rodi 
only of that mill, used to tote their oritta 
on their iboulderi, or en boraeback, way off 
to "Hammond's" or "MumfordV mills, 
aome eight to twelve miles distant, where 
the grain of the'mill slonee, being of a finer 
grade, made the fiat meal. The idea that 
a burr itone can grind meal even out of the 
beet of Rhode bland white corn, that an old i 
fashioned Narragausett pig would not have I 
turned «p bit noee at In disgust, it perfectly 


der), tote it borne ou their bucks, and pour 
it into that long inherited heirloom, the 
family meal chest. Now with corn al the 
same price as then, men and striplings go 
loafing after their ten hours make-believe 
dav's work is done. a-nH lonvo it f,«« tho a»u 
cer to send their family meal at more than 
twice the price the farmer i;ets for the corn 
from which it is ground, and then wonder 
why it is that with the wages of former times 
more than doubled, they find it so diflieul 
to provide for their wives aud children. 


Let me here say that I have beeu practi- 


cally and thoroughly conversant with the 
wages of labor iu Rhode Island, the price o 
products and the cost of living for more 
than sixty years, aud I can aver witliou 
fear of my asaervatkm being disputed, that 
never within that period has there been a 
time when the wages of labor would pur- 
chase so many cf the necessaries, comforts 
and luituies of life as at this blessed piesent 
moment. A man's day's woik will now 
buy, if wisely applied, full twice wha( it 
would fifty years ago, whilst a woman's 
will purchase, of an average of her ordinary 
expenditures, from three to five timee, and 
of the most essential ai tides of clothing more 
than twelve times as much as it would since 
iny meinoiy. In fact, I have myself hired 
hundreds of young women at periods when 
it required full fuur weeks of their earnings 
to puichase ten yards of calico. Now the 
same amount of a young lady's time will 
purchase two hundred and fifty yards of 
prints and calico of equal or better quality. 
If the same thrift, thoughtfulness and fru- 
gality prevailed now as it did half a century 
ago, every healthy aud industrious family 
might, without depriving themselves ol a 
single comfoit of life they now partake of, 
acquire a competence in ten years. 
But 


then they must cease living out of grocers' 
Un cans, ornamental packages aud papei 
bags! nor must they purchase sour flour 
aud alum made in loaf shape at ten cents 
per pound (oral the rate of thirty dollars 
per barrel for flour and water,) when they 
can buy purer flour for one-fifth that pi ice. 
So toe, the young women,! bes pardoc, I 
should say the young ladies, must spend 
less of their time iu the perusal of dime nov- 
eli and drumming OH the Piany, and de- 
vote more of their attention to household 
duties and the baking ofjonny-cakes, vruich 
brings me back to Phillis'e old-fanhioned 
mode of practicing that sublime art. As 1 
said before, after Phillis had taken from the 
family meal chest her modicum of meal 
ground at Hammond's Mill,—which brings 
suddenly to ray mind a circumstance that 
occured some few years ago, which I will 
digress a moment to relate. Some few 
years ago, accidentally hearing'Mm. William 
S. Patten, of Providence, lamenting that she 
found it impossible to obtain eatable Indian 
meal in the city, 1 took occasion soon after 
to call at Hammond's mill, and obtain a 
peck of fresh-ground ambrosia, which I sent 
to Mr. Patten by express, at the same time 
dispatching a letter by mail informing him 
from whence he could always obtain the 
luxurious article in perfection, with some 
suggestions as to the proper mode of making 
and baking Jonny-cakes. Some weeks after 
1 received a letter from him, filling in close 
writing four pages of large-sized letter sheet, 
thanking me in the most gratetul terms for 
my invaluable present of real Indian meal, 
which be said hia wife prized to highly that 
she only used it on extraordinary occasions. 
Mr. Patten also expressed great gratification 
in the description I gave him of the old-fash- 
ioned Narragausett method ot making and 
baking) onny-cake, an art which he thought 
should by all means be preserved, if possi- 
ble. He told me further that he had seri- 
ously thought of depositing my descriptive 


and flipping, the kottle of lard 
fire boiling all the time. Eacl 
tie fish was, after being washed, rolled, care- 
fully in the meal until every hair breadth 
of it from the lip of its head to the end of 
its tail was coated in tha flour of ambrosia, 
then takioj the caudal extremity of each 
smelt between her thumb and finger, she 
dropped it head foremost into the boiliug 
kettle, and there lift it until it waa thor- 
oughly done and o-foj), No epicure who 
has never tasted smelts cooked by that 
method knows anything of what a smelt. 
is, nor after having once tasted of such can 
ue ever be Induced to put into his mouth 
one of the vile things bearing the name, that 
has been, minus the meal, half fried in less 
than half-cooked hog's lard, thereafter. 


It is said by sowo that the Naragansolt 


•malt, cooked in the only proper way, wai 
iu Pagan times one of the two relishes or 
condiments that the gods alone indulged iu 
whilit revelling injonny-cake made of Nar- 
ragansett white corn-meal, the other being 
Pettiquamscutt eels caught iu the months of 
January and February with ipears thrust 
into the mud beneath tho ice, where they 
lie. The glorious excellence of these eels, 
prepared in tha old-time way, I am sure no 
poet—not eveu Homer or Byron, with all 
their glowing powers of description—cau 
portray, much lets a simple writer of prose. 
The method was as follows: A basket of 
fat, yallow-breasUKi eels being broughl fresh 
from ihe frozen river, were first saturated 
with a handful of live wood ashes. This 
loosened the coating of ilime so that they 
were readily cleansed. Next the head wai 
taken off, and the eel split down the entire 
length of the back. They were then washed 
in clean sea water water and hung up the 
kitchen chimney, with its wide, open fire 
place, for one night only. Next morning 
the eels were cut in short pieces and placed 
on a gridiron, flesh side uext to sweet smell- 
ing, glowing coali, made from green oak, 
walnut or maple wood. When sufficiently 
broi'3d en that side, they w«re turned on 
the gridiron and a small slice of fragrant 
butter, made from the milk of cows led on 
honey-laden while clover and aromatic five- 
fingers, put on each piece of eel. J3y this 
time the family were seated at the break- 
fist table in tho "great room," waiting im- 
pitiently for the all but divine luxury, the 
exquisite aroma of which penetrated every 
nook and cranny of the houie. In due 
time it appears, on a China plate,—you may 
say, by no means I but on the identical grid- 
Iron, hotand luscious, with littla transi>ar- 
ent globules of dew-like nectar sparkling 
on each piece. Every guest or member ol 
the family help themselves from the hot 
gridiron, which is then returned to the 


letter with the Rhode Island Historical So- 
ciety, but could not bring himself to part 
with so valuable a document, and so had 
placed it for safe keeping in his archives 
with his most valued papers. 


As I was saying, Phillis, after taking from 


the clint her modicum of meal, proceeded 
to bolt it through her finest sift, reserving 
the first teacnpfuU that fell for the especial 
purpose of powdering fish before their being 
fried. This brings to my recollection the 
vast difference there was in the old-fash- 
ioned way of frying Gib, especially stnelu 
from that now in vogue in Providence, Boe- 
lon and such lika outlandish places, at least 
so far ai hotels and restaurants are concern- 
ed. There, smelts are now-a days, without 
preparation, simply thrown pell nell into a 
pan with raw hog's lard of questionable 
purity, which they absorb before it is half 
cooked, imparting thereby a greasy, slippery 
,avor to the dear little ash too horrible to 


glowing coals, and ajain replenished until 
the appetito is surfeited or the supply of eels 
exhausted probably tho latter, aa I never 
heard ol but one instance wherein a fatal 
surfeit was produced by the dainty dish, 
«-U!UU vvaa UI6 COSOOI Ulltt Ol IUO Klngtl UJ 
England, who dwd from eating too enor- 
mously of broiled eels, speared under the 
ice at the mouth of the i iver Humber. I 
am aware that histoiy charges his death to 
goimaudizing on stewed lamprey eels—a 
tiausparenl mistake—as no man could be 
tempted to indulge his appetite exorbitantly 
ou eels of any kind—stewed or fried, but 
only on yellow-breasted eels, speared under 
the ice and prepared and cooked after the 
Narragansett mode. 


There used to be an old man in Narragan- 


sett by the name of Scribbin, who was a 
great favorite ef my grandfather because of 
his simplicity and honesty. When a small 
boj, I remember Scribbin'a bieakfastiug at 
»ur house, one winter morning, when we 
had broiled eels. The old man helped him- 
self from the giidiron seventeen times, a 
iteady smile playing ever his featurei every 
moment that passed between the first and 
last mouthful. 
He then looked my grand- 


father steadily in the face, aud siguiflcaiitly 
nodding his head sideways In the direction 
of tho kitchen door, remaikeil: "Them's 
eels, them is." 


As I was slying, after Phillis had sifted a 


cap-full of the flour of the meal for fish 
coating, she continued with the same sift to 
bolt about one-half of what remained for 
her jonny-caltes and then transferred the 
balance to a coaiscr tilt to be used minus 
I lie bian iu the making of Khiiieinjiin bread. 
This btead, vulgarly callad uow-a-days "lye 
and Indian bi«ad," in the olden time was al- 
ways made ol one quatt ot unbolted Rhode 
Island rye meal to two quarts of the coarser 
giained parts ofarnbrosia, well kneaded and 
made into large round loaves of the six.e of 
a half-peck measure. There weie two ways 
of baking it. One way was to fill two laige 
iron basins with tho kneaded dough, and 
late iu the evening, when the logs iu the 
kitchen were well burned down, to clear a 
place in the middle of the file to the hearth 
and place the two basins of bread the on one 
;op of the other, so as to enclose their con- 
tents, and piosi them into one loaf. 
The 


whole was then caiefully covered with hot 
ashes with coals ou top and left until morn- 


The differenca between browu bread 


baked iutbis way with its thick, soft iweet 
cuist, from that naked iu the oven of au iron 
stove, I must leave to abler peas than tame 
to portray. 
Another way was to place a 


number of loavas in iron basins in n long- 
heated and well-tempered brick oven (stone 
would not answer as the heat is too brittle), 
into which a cup of water wae also placed to 
make the crust so; t. The oven door was 
then closed and plastered up. 
When the 


door of the oven was opened in the morn- 
ing it was customary to raise ono or two 
windows iu thu kitchen, the fragrance from 
the bread being ao enrapturing as some- 
times to affect persons whose nerves were 
not very strong. 


Even before the " Boston brown bread" 


had become utterly worthless by the intro- 
duction of Western corn-meal, made often 
of damaged corn, and tastelesi Western rye 
to match, I remember bringing home with 
me, after a visit to that city, a loaf of the 
famous material, that my children might 
compare its quality with our family bread. 


always the middle portion of a flour barral 
from fiva to six Inches wide. Thl» wai con- 
sidered an Indispensable requisite tn tho 
baking of a good jonny-cake. All the old- 
timed colored cooki without exception, bold 
that tha flour barrel wai flnit made for tha 
express purpoie of furnishing jonny-cake 
boards, and that its subsequent application 
to the holding of flour was merely the ro- 
lult of au afterthought. Be this ai It may, 
no one I feel certain ever saw a regular lint 
rate old-timed jonny-caka that was not 
naked ou a red oak board takeu from the 
middle part of the hoad of a barrel of flour. 
The cake wai next placed upright on the 
hearth before a bright,h»rd-gro«nirood flra. 
This kind of fire was indispensable- also, 
Aud so too was the heart-shapod flat iron 
thai! supported It, which was shaped exactly 
to meet every exigency. First the Hal's front 
smooth inrfaca was placed immediately 
against the back of the jonny caka to hold 
It in a perpendicular position before the fire 
until the main part of the cake was suffi- 
ciently baked. Then a slanting slide of the 
flat iron was turned so ai to support the 
board in a reclining position until the bot- 
tom and top extremities of tho caka were iu 
turn baked, and lastly, the board was slew- 
ed round and rested partly against the han- 
dle of the flat Iron, 10 as to bring tha ends 
of tho cake in a bettor position to receive 
tho heat from the flro. After a time il w»s 
discovered that the flat Iron, first invented 
as a Jonny-cako holder, was a convenient 
thing to iron clothos with, and has since 
been used for that purpose very extensively. 
When the johnny-cake was sufficiently done 
on the first side, a knife was passed between 
it and the board, and It was dextrously 
turned and aunoiuted, ai before, with iweet, 
golden-tinged cream, previous to 
being 


placed again before the fire. 


Such as 1 have dcicilbed was the proceii 


of making aud baking the best article of 
farinaceous food that was over partakou of 
by mortal man, viz., an oUl-fasbloued jon- 
ny-cake made of white Rhode Island corn 
meal, carefully and slowly ground with 
Rhode Island fine-grained granite mill- 
stones, and baktd and conscientiously land- 
ed before glowing coals of a quick grean 
bard-wood Qre, on a red oak barrel-hoad 
supported by a flat iron. With proper ma- 
terials aud oaro, a decent jonny-cake can be 
baked on a coal-move, though by no means 
equal to the old-limed genuine article, for 
the simple reason that wood fires in open 
fireplaces have become, as a general rule, 
things of tho past, aud good, careful, pains- 
taking cooks extinct. 


I may at lome future lime return to the 


subject of jonuy-cakes and old-timed cook- 
ery,and itate some circumstancei that would 
leem to go to establish the fact that Phillis, 
my grandfather's cook, was the remote cause 
of the French Revolution and the death of 
Louis XVI. and Marie Antoinette. 
enough for the present.

POULTEY NOTEB. 


Hem ire In effect mere tgg mediums, 


and to keep tbeae mediums In good running 
order, We mult keep up tbe thrift and 
health of the organi. The first thing to pro- 
duce tula 1i cleanlineai of quartert, comfort- 
able lodging placet, and nntvltiout food. 
Fowlt are nllhy blrdi at lar as their appe- 
tltei are concerned, and will consume un- 
cleanly food, and drink from dirty, stagnant 
water; but they are cleanly about ttaeir bo- 
dlei and nice te a fine point. The better 
we keep our bens, the richer and laiger are 
the eggs. At far at thlj matter is concerned, 
there la quite at much in tbe keeping as la 
tbe breeding, but tbe good keeping with good 
egg-producing breed Is more profitable than 
tbe Indifferent observer it aware of. If the 
feed doet not produce eggs, then it makes 
fat. 
If it It consumed, and tbe birds be 


thrifty and right, it will ahow its eflecle 
promptly! If eggs are deaired, and our 
fowlt make enly fletb, It will not do to be 
dlilieartened. Some breeda run more to 
flesh than others, wblle toino birds, of eren 
egg-producing varieties, make »nlr flesh. 
There la great difference. Some birds will 
nerer be Bt for anything but the pot, and at 
aoon as they are in a condition for this, send 
them there. 
Others Kill are admirably 


adapted to laying. Hens abould make a 
tolerable amount of flesh before commencing 
to lay, and be kept in good condition, other- 
wlse we cuinot depend on them. 


Pullets mutt be raised eacli yuar to keep 


up the ttock. The aim should be to increase 
tbe good qualitiea of our laying stock each 
year, in order to excel in the one point at

Tbat the 
property owned by a woman at tbe time of 
marriage, or acquired thereafter by gift, de- 
tieeor Inheritance, shall not be liable for 
ll.e debts or contracts of Ibe husband ; and 
that tbe wife may manage, eel), deflse and 
tourer tbe same as fully u tbe husband can 
his property. 2. That tbe property of either 
husband or wife shall not be liable for tho 
debt* or contracts of th« other. 8. Tbat an 
action ma; be maintained by either the hus- 
band or wife against the other for the re- 
covery of property of which the other has 
obtained' possession, the same u it they 
were unmarried. 4. That for civil injuries 
committed by tbe wife damages can be re- 
covered »f her alone, except In cases 
where the husband Is jointly responsible. 
5. Tbat conveyances of lien* from one to 
the other shall be. valid. 0. Tbat one may 
constitute the other his or her attorney for 
mutual benefit, or attorney In tact. 7. 
Tbat the wife may recover tin wages other 
personal labor In .her own name. 8. What 
the expenses ot tbe family and education of 
children stall be chargeable on the property 
of both husband and wife, or on that of 
either of them.
